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CURRENT  SERIAL  RECORDS  ICE  -CREAIvI  PRODUCTION 

■"  Ice  cream  production  in  the  United  States  in  April,  estimated  at  57^810,000 
gallons,  vas  8 percent  larger  than  in  April  I96I  and  5 percent  more  than  the  I956- 
60  average  for  the  month,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  This  month’s  output 
vas  vithin  1 percent  of  that  of  April  i960,  which  vas  the  hipest  production  for 
the  month  since  the  record  set  in  19^6.  Compared  with  March,  the  5 -percent  gain 
in  April  this  year  compares  with  an  8-percent  decrease  at  this  time  last  year  and 
a 9-percent  average  increase  in  the  I956-60  period.  Temperatures  during  April 
averaged  warmer  than  normal  in  most  of  the  west  half  of  the  coimtry  and  in  an  area 
from  the  southern  Great  : Lalces  to  southern  New  England  and  Chesapeake  Bay,  Colder 
than  normal  weather  prevailed  in  the  remaining  sections  of  the  country. 

Compared  with  April  last  year,  increases  in  production  in  all  regions  varied 
from  5 percent  in  both  the  West  North  Central  and  the  South  Central  to  I6  percent 
in  the  Mountain,  Production  was  7 percent  more  in  the  North  Atlantic  States  and 
10  percent  larger  in  the  South  Atlantic.  Increases  of  8 percent  were  sh6\m  in  both 
the  East  North  Central  Region  and  the  Pacific.  In  the  three  most  important  ice- 
cream-producing states,  output  was  up  7 percent  in  New  York,  11  percent  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  k percent  in  California.  Decreases  in  production  from  a 'year 
earlier  were  shown  in  New  Jersey,  Nebraska,  Alabama,  and  Oklahoma,  while  output  was 
about  the  same  in  Minnesota,  All  other  states  showed  increases. 

Compared  with  the  I956-6O  average  for  April,  production  was  more  in  all 
regions  except  the  South  Central,  where  it  was  1 percent  less.  Output  was  2 per- 
cent larger  in  the  North  Atlantic  Region,  where  New  York  showed  a 5 -percent  gain, 
but  Pennsylvania,  a 3 -percent  loss.  Production  was  3 percent  larger  in  the  Uest 
North  Central  States,  and  8 percent  greater  in  the  East  North  Central.  The  South 
Atlantic  States  showed  a 7-percent  increase.  In  the  West,  ice  cream  production  was 
up  15  percent  in  the  Mountain  States  and  iL  percent  in  the  Pacific.  California’s 
output  was  8 percent  larger  than  the  average.

April  production  of  ice  rallic  in  the  United  States  vas  estimated  at 
13^770,000  gallons.  Tills  vas  20  percent  larger  than  in  April  a year  earlier  and 
one -third  greater  than  the  I956-60  average  for  the  month.  The  January-April  total 
production  of  40,7^5,000  gallons  vas  l4  percent  more  than  the  total  a year  earlier 
and  4l  percent  greater  than  average. 

Betveen  March  and  April,  production  gained  30  percent  this  year,  compared  vith 
9 percent  at  this  tirae  in  I96I  and  32  percent  on  the  average  in  the  I956-60  period. 
Output  increased  sharply  in  all  regions  of  the  country. 

Compared  vith  April  last  year,  production  increased  in  all  regions.  The  gains 
vere  most  pronounced  in  the  East  North  Central  and  the  South  Atlantic  States.

SHERBET  PRODUCTION 


Sherbet  production  in  the  United  States  this  April,  estimated  at  3,070,000 
gallons,  vas  3 percent  less  than  in  April  I96I  and  4 percent  smaller  than  the  195^- 
60  average  for  the  month.  Total  output  the  first  4 months  of  this  year  ;ra,s  6 per- 
cent smaller  than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year,  but  6 percent  larger 
than  the  5 -year  average  for  these  months. 

Slierbet  manufacture  advanced  23  percent  betveen  March  and  April,  compared  vith 
7 percent  a year  earlier  and  an  average  of  32  percent  betveen  these  m.onths  in  the 
1956-60  period.  Production  increased  substantially  from  Lla-rch  in  all  regions. 
Compared  vith  April  I961,  output  vas  larger  in  all  sections  except  the  East  North 
Central  States,  vhere  it  vas  smaller,  and  the  South  Central,  vhere  it  vas  unchanged.

U.S.  production  of  Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  vith  fats  and 
oils  other  than  milkfat  totaled  4,325^000  gallons  in  April,  the  Crop  Reporting 
Board  reports.  This  vas  7 percent  more  than  in  April  I96I  and  3I  percent  greater 
than  the  I956-60,  average  for  the  month.  The  January-April  output  vas  up  4 per- 
cent from  the  corresponding  period  last  year  and  36  percent  from  the  I956-60  aver- 
age. 


Mellorine  production  advanced  l4  percent  between  March  and  April,  This 
compares  vith  a 2-percent  loss  at  this  time  in  I961  and  an  11 -percent  gain  on  the 
average  in  the  I956-60  period.  Seasonal  gains  vere  shown  in  all  major  producing 
states  except  Illinois,  Alabama  and  Montana, 


Compared  vith  April  I96I,  production  increased  in  California,  Texas, 
Louisiana,  Arkansas,  and  Missouri.  Decreases  vere  recorded  in  all  remaining  states 
except  Indiana,  South  Carolina,  Montana  and  Arizona,  where  output  vas  unchanged.

WATER  ICE  PRODUCTION 


Production  of  water  ices  in  the  United  States  during  April  vas  estimated 
s-'t  3^050,000  gallons  - 10  percent  more  than  in  April  I961,  but  2 percent  less  than 
the  1956-60  average  for  the  month.  Cumulative  output  the  first  four  months  of  this 
year  vas  only  fractionally  less  than  in  the  similar  period  of  I96I,  but  5 percent 
greater  than  the  average. 

Compared  vith  April  I961,  ^^ater  ice  production  decreased  only  in  the  South 
Atlantic  and  the  South  Central  Regions.  Output  increased  in  the  remainder  of  the 
country.  Production  advanced  sharply  from  March  to  April  in  all  parts  of  the 
nation.  Output  gained  69  percent  seasonally  from  March,  compared  vith  35  percent 
at  this  time  last  year  and  82  percent  on  the  average  in  the  I956-60  period.
